URGENT SELLING OF STOCKS IN 
FORCE 
New York, April 12.— ( F P ) —Urgent 
selling of stocks took 
place at Hie 
start of the new week coincident, iii 
tile call money ra te which jumped lo 
5% per cent after renewing at 3 per 
cent. 
This tightening 
was 
due 
to 
heavy w ithdraw al of funds from this 
center, both for the account of inte­ 
rior banks and to meet the em ergency 
at Havana. 
It proved particularly disconcerting 
not only because of the pronounced 
tendency 
toward 
easem ent 
recently 
noticeable in time money rates but 
also because of the rem arkable im­ 
provement 
set 
forth 
in 
S aturday’s 
clearing house statem ent which con­ 
verted the previous w eek’s deficit of 
$14,159,500 into a surplus of $19,691,- 
500 which meant an increase of re ­ 
serve totalling $53,851,200. 
When demand funds were marked 
up in Hie face of this strengthening 
professionals launched an aggressive 
drive against the industrial list and 
succeeded in starting another dow n­ 
ward movement, in the stocks of this 
class.
